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Remarks 

In response to the Office Action Dated May 6, 2003, Applicant elects the invention of 
group II, (claims 5-14 and 19-21, drawn to nucleic acids, vectors, host cells and nucleic acid 
molecular hybridization assays). Applicant further elects SEQ ID NO: 7. 

Upon entry of this amendment, claims 50-68 will be pending. Claims 1-49 have been 
canceled and new claims 50-68 have been added herein. Support for new claims 50-53 and 58-68 
can be found in originally filed claims 5, 8 and 9, and the specification at, e.g., Table 1H on page 
20; Table II on pages 21-23; and Table 67 on page 294. Support for new claim 54 can be found 
in originally filed claim 12. Support for new claim 55 can be found in originally filed claim 13. 
Support for new claim 56 can be found in originally filed claim 14. Support for new claim 57 
can be found in originally filed claim 39. No new matter has been added. 

Correction of inventorship under 37 CFR § 1.48(b). 

Applicants have filed herewith a Petition and Amendment to Correct Inventorship Under
